role of low-cost electric power in 
both our civilian and military 
economies, Without adequate elec- 
wic power to produce the guns, 
and planes, and tanks required by 
our rearmament program, our de- 
fense effort would be gravely un- 
dermined.' At the’same time, with- 
out adequate, low-cost power for 
our civilian economy, our entire 


American:.way of life would be 
changed. 


In a little more than half a cen- 
tury, electricity has become one of 
the essential elements in the Amer- 
ican home and in the American 
factory. One of the key elements 
to our vast industrial power, elec- 
tricity has raised our standatds of 
living and lightened the burdens of 
our work. 


POWER NEZDS INCREASE 

Today, electricity is being called 
upon to perform not only these 
functions but to furnish the huge 
additional amounts of power that is 
needed to produce the machines 
and tools of war. It takes nine kilo- 
watts of electric power to produce 
one pound of aluminum,. and mili- 
tary needs for this light metal for 
airplanes and other uses are num- 
bered in hundreds of thousands of 
tons. To produce one: M-4 tank, ex- 
cluding the engine, requires 3500 
kilowatt hours of-electric power. 
Vast new. inroads on: available 
Dower are also being made by our 
expanded atomic bomb and hydro-~ 
gen bomb projects. 


To assure. that these military 
1.:eds are adequately met and that 
the stability of our civilian econ- 
omy is not endangered, the Defense 
Electric Power Administration has 
been established in the Department 
of the Interior under the provisions 
of the Defense Production Act of 
1950. This agency is working. ac- 
tively to find the solution to. the 
acute new electric power problems 
faced by the nation. ‘ 


In some respects, the American 
electrical power industry is in a 
better position to meet the pres- 
ent emergency than in 1941. Rec- 
ord war and postwar demands. for 
power have.spurred the continued 
expansion of the industry. Recent 
reports indicate that our capacity 
has increased about 75 per cent in 
the past 10 years. 


Under the impetus of the defense 
rogram, however, the margins of 
reserve which appeared comfort- 
able even a short time ago are: be- 
ginning to disappear. We are an 
electric power hungry nation. In 
1940 we were using 81 per cent of 
our dependable generating capacity 
of 34,408,000 kilowatts, leaving 
about 19 per cent in reserves By 
1950, despite the increase in gen- 
erating facilities, we were using 
about 94 per cent of our capacity 
of 65,574,000 kilowatts. 

With the latest figures indicating 
a load growth of about 20 per cent 
in the past year, and with the de- 
mands of special defense programs 
now accelerating, we are going to 
need al] the power that can be de- 
veloped by both private companies 
and public agencies. I shall not use 
the defense authority entrusted to 
Me as &@ means. of advancing public 
power development at the expense 
of private power development. Nor 
shall I permit private power-inter- 
ests to dominate -pubiic power. De- 
cisions will be made and actions 
taken on the basis of a single 
standard. That standard will be the 
best solution from the point of 
view of national defense. 5 

The Defense Electric Power Ad- 
ministration is striving to step up 
the efficiency of our electrjc utility 
systems and to see.that new..plants 
are located::;where power can most 
readily be made. available and 
where it will be needed soonest. To 
that end, I recently approved an 
‘interconnection between the Bon- 
neville. Power System and the Cen- 
tral Valley Project of the Bureau

transmission south of otherwise un- 

| use waste hydroelectric power 
in the Pacific Northwest during 
peak periods on the Columbia River 
System. Similarly, it will” permit 
the transmission north of power 
from California during. low-water 
periods on the Columbia System. 
Large fuel economies will be ef- 
fected, and. a large block of.power 
will be made available without the 
installation. of new _ generating 
equipment which may be needed 
elsewhere. We are now studying 
the feasibility of making use of 
similar: interconnections in other 
parts of the country. 


In order to assure maximum use 
of available electric power supplies 
for defense production, I have ap- 
proved’ a policy which will make 
possible the location of new alumi- 
num facilities and other defense in- 
dustries using large amounts of 
electric power in the Pacific North- 
west. In planning the expansion of 
defense industries, the location of 
which is dependent on power sup- 
plies, it will be our basic assump- 
tion during the emergency period 
that median or probable water 
conditions shall be used to deter- 
mine the power resources avail- 
able for new industrial expansion. 
Median or better water conditions 
have occurred.in.the Pacific North- 
west in 20 of the last 26 years, and 
the risk of less than. median: water 
conditions can be confined ‘to. one 
or at most two: years by program- 
ming additional power installations 
to. firm up available power. 

In carrying out our power de- 
velopments, we should _bear in 
mind the urgency of being pre- 
pared for a:long emergency period 
as well aS meeting immediate de- 
fense requirements. In this long- 
term program, hydroelectric power

To provide the tree with sufficient 
water, cut the butt on a slant at 
least an inch above the original cut. 
Keep the water level above the 
slashed surface. In purchasing a 
tree, always look for one that has 
been felled recently so that the

| The earliést Christmas card on 
record, in the light of recent find- 
ings, appears to be that of W. M.

It 
resembles the early New Year’s

Eye Hygiene 
by Inementeant 


Much eye strain and defective 
vision can be avoided by close ob- 
servance ef the rules of eye hy- 
giene, 
Service says. 

Good posture is important, espe- 
cially when reading. A _ person 
should always hold the head erect 
when reading and the material 
should be held about 14 inches 
from the eyes. 

The light should fall from above, 
over the right shoulder, and it 
should be soft, with no shadows. 
Contrasts in light are hard on the 


eyes because they mean constant 
readjustment of the pupil, which is 
tiring. : 

About 10 per cent of our chil- 
dren are near-sighted before leav- 
ing the elementary grades. Chil- 
dren also suffer sometimes from 
far-sightedness or asigmatism. 

The far-sighted child is often 
fond of outdoor sports and does 
not care for close tasks such as 
reading. This is: because it is dif- 
ficult for him to adjust his vision. 
to see at close range. 

The near-sighted child, on the 
other hand, often prefers to read 
and do close work, because it is 
difficult for him to adjust to far 
vision. 

Astigmatism is caused by a de- 
fect in the curvature of the lens 
or cornea of the eye, or defects in 
both. This causes the objects to 
blur and can bring on headaches 
and general eye discomfort. 

All of these eye ailments are due 
to improper refraction of light 
within the eye, and can be cor- 
rected by wearing the proper

The phenomenal growth, urban, 
industrial, and agricultural, of this 
state during the past decade, com- 
bined with the drought of the last 
three years, has emphasized the 
extreme dependence of all types of 
activity in California on- water. 
Water shortages have occurred in 
many separate areas throughout 
the state. Although many of these 
shortages are local in nature an 
have been or can be ameliorated 
by expansion of existing facilities, 
others are area-wide and can only 
be overcome by elaborate and cost- 
ly water supply projects. 

California is considered by 
some to have two independent 
sources of water supply—the sur- 
face streams heading in the moun- 
tains and the underground basins 
in the alluvial materials which fill 
our major valleys. However, in re- 
ality there is’ only one original 
| source—the winter precipitation. 
Surface streams are replenished by 
rainfall and melting snow. Waters 
in the underground basins are re- 
plenished by percolation from 
rainfall on the valley floors, from 
|the stream channels which enter 
'the valleys and from water spread 
j artificially on the valley floor 
lands. 

In some of our more highly de- 
veloped or densely populated areas 
ithe combined diversions from the 
|surface streams and extractions 
| from the underground basins have 
|exceeded the available local water 
|supply. To provide adequate sup- 
Plies of water for these areas it 
‘has been necessary to construct 
| large systems such as the Colorado 
‘river aqueduct bringing Colorado 
‘river water to the metropolitan 
jarea Of southern California, the 
|Los Angeles aqueduct conveying 
water from the Owens and Mono 
| basins to Los Angeles, the Hetch- 
Hetchy and Mokeloumne river 
|}aqueducts transporting water sup-

# plies from the Sierra Nevada to 


|the San Francisco Bay area, and 


;the Central Valley Project which 


= | 


provides, through an exchange of 
iSacramento river water for San 
Joaquin river water now used in 
the lower San Joaquin valley, for 
the use of such San Joaquin river 
water for a supplemental irriga- 
tion supply to lands on the eastern 


slope of the upper San Joaquin | 


valley as far south as Bakersfield. 

Supplemental water will be re- 
quired in other areas of this state 
within the forseeable future of the 
development of California contin- 
ues at the rate of the past three 
decades. Under legislative direc- 
ition, the State Water, Resources 
Board through the agency of the 
Division of Water Resources of the 
Department of Public Works is 
now engaged in a study of the 
water resources of the state with 
the objective of formulating a 
state-wide plan for the full practi- 
cable conservation, control and 
utilization of the waters of the 
state.-With the completion of this 
plan and the construction of the 
projects which will be proposed 
therein, it is anticipated that suf- 
ficient water would be provided to 
supply the ultimate needs, of the 
state. Many of these projects, how- 


_|ever, will be costly. In order t9 


provide water at costs within the 
ability of the consumer to pay it 


| will be necessary that other func- 


tions such as flood control, naviga- 
tion, recreation and power produc- 
tion carry a substantial part of the 
costs Of the projects. Also, due to 
the fact that future supplemental 
water supplies will become _ in- 
creasingly costly, it is essential 
that present supplies be conserved 
by improved uses, and _ protected 
from pollution.

Stories or music, it will be accepted 
as a matter of course. 

Give’ the child a few moments’ 
notice before bedtime so he: can 

| wind-up what he is doing. He will 
more readily accept leaving his 
play if there is a definite hour for 
going to bed. Having the burden 
put:on the clock keeps a-child from 
feeling that personal pressure is 
being put on him by his mother 
or father. . 


The hour for going to bed will 
depend on the family routine. Al-

‘about 11 hours at night. Thus, if 
his parents are very early risers, 
they will want him to get to bed 
by 6 or so.

One of the chief propagandists of this line “is ‘Roswell Ma- 
gill, a former Under Secretary of the Treasury. Since 1943, 
Magill has been a Wall Street lawyer working for the wealthi- 
est business interests.in the country. He was a governor of 
the New York Stock Exchange and is a trustee of a large 
insurance company. 


All of which is no discredit to Magill. But his background | 
is important when it comes to understanding why he says 


what he does. 
In The Saturday Evening Post of September 1, Magill de- 
clares corporations, the rich and the well-to-do “have already 


been squeezed pretty dry.” So, Magill propagandizes, most | 
new taxes will have to come from people with low incomes. | 
Look, Mr. Magill. Secretary of the Treasury John Snyder | 


testified before the House Ways and Means Committee Feb- 


ruary 5 that the richest one-tenth of the population this year | 


will. have $2 ‘billion more left after Federal taxes than one- 


half of the population put together. The top 10 per cent will | 


have $43 billion left after taxes. The lowest 50 per cent will 
have $41 billion left. 


Furthermore, the richest one-tenth of the population 
spends $40 billion a year more than the poorest one-tenth. 
And the richest one-fifth spends $56 billion more than the 


‘poorest one-fifth. These figures are from the Commerce De- 


partment.and the Federal Reserve Board. 

Such facts should make more sense to ‘the tax-writing 
committees of Congress than all’*the Magills and other propa- 
gandists for Big’ Business put together. 

‘But. will they? With the Georges, Tafts, Byrds arid Milli- 
kins dictating tax laws, we doubt it.—(LLPE)

Need Glasses on Job 


More than half of all American 
|industrial employees need glasses 


!for their jobs, according to an 
| American Optometic Association 
study of several hundred thousand 
workers, reported as part of a spe- 
cial effort to improve vision for 
defense, 


Less than one company in six 
has anything like an adequate 
eyesight protection and improve- 
ment program, so the initiative is 
| still largely up to workers them- 
| selves to obtain the care they need, 
Dr, E, H. Westland, Ambridge, Pa., 
chairman of the Association's Oc- 
|cupational Vision Committee, said. 
Dr. Westland has long specialized 
in eyesight care in the steel indus- 
try. Following are his major rec- 
ommendations to industrial em- 
ployees: 

1. Make sure that you can see 
for your working distance. Read- 
ing glasses usually correct eye- 
sight for seeing at about 15 inches. 
Many industrial jobs, such as fine 
precision work, require correction 
for 10 or 12 inches. Some, such as 
driving a truck or ‘operating a 


crane, require correction for 20).

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It is shocking to find that the average gap between working life 
and total lifevexpectancy has doubled in the past 40 years. This and 
other signifieant data were recently published by the Commissioner 
of Labor Statistics. 


In 1900 persons whose ages ranged from 45 to 64 years were 
one-seventh of the population..Now they ‘are one-fifth. While ad- 
“vanees in scienee shave lengthened physical life, its application to 
production has not inereased opportunities . proportionate for em- 
ployment of the nearsold group as wellias for those over +65: The 
average 20-year-old white man in 1900 could look forward*to. reach- 
ing age 62 but working only until 59. By 1940 his life expectancy 
Was 66% years and -his work expectancy 61. The gap had thus 
widened from 3 years to 5%—or ‘almost double. 


This means that strong, healthy, experienced persons may spend 
their last 5% years on the economic scrap heap, looking for work 
and deteriorating physically and mentally when they are denied 
work. 

In 1900 two-thirds of all men over 65 were gainfully employed. 
By 1940 this number had dropped to a little over two-fifths. Under 
the tight labor market of World War II about half this group found 
employment. 

Old-age insurance provides a limited income for those in the 
65-and-over group but as yet does not provide for the near-old 
group. 

Of course, the desirable objective is to provide jobs for all able 
and willing to work. Much can be done to readjust workers as they 
age by giving them jobs where their experience counts ‘but with 
less physical strain. Such examples should be widely collected and 
publicized’ so that they are available to management ‘and unions 
for wider application. Many older workers have fewer work acci- 
dents and fewer disabling injuries than younger workers. 

Individuals age differently. Many do not lose ability to learn 
and can readily be trained for different work. All such retraining 
should be under the supervision of the Employment Service, ‘so that 
the training will be practical and directly aimed at a specific avail- 
able job. 

The training of adults with work experience is so essentially 
different from that of youth: that it should be directed by the 
agency which is respohsible for placement and sustained employ- 
ment under the Department of Labor. 

The most stimulating factor in the life of all workers is self- 
dependence, and the opportunity to work maintains this stimulus 


‘ 


as long as ability to work exists. Retirement provisions should take 
care of the remaining years of life. 
There is developing concern for older workers on the part of 


communities and other agencies. It is important that this concern 
fo¥ow the practical line of increasing eppor ‘tunities for employment 
ana improvements ‘in .placing workers and shifting their employ- 
ment so as to prolong the period :of work expectancy to coincide 
as nearly as possible with life expectancy, so that a happy old-age 


may be a reality and not a rarely attained ideal.
